CAPITAL CITY MISCELLANY. 


Condition of Winter Wheat. 


WASHINGTON CITY, July 10 —The winter 


wheat report of the department of agricul- 
ture represents the crop as harvested in all 
but its more northern latitudes. It shows 
some advance iu condition where it was 
lowest in June, in Michigan, Indiana, Illi- 
nois and Missouri; and slight decline in 
Ohio, Kentucky, the Pacific coast, and in 
the southern states. The general average 
is 76.2 against 73.1 lost month; and the re- 
duction is mostly in the non-commercial 
districts, the commercial supply states 
taken together making nearly the same 
avernui- <H in June. 


Chance for a 3Ilchlgan Dfitn. 


WASHINGTON CITY, July 10. — It is re- 


ported that John K. Boies, of Hudson, 
Mich., will be shortly appointed to a place 
In tbe diplomatic service. The resignation 
of ex-Senator Thomas W. Palmer as min- 
ister to Spain leaves the state of Michigan 
without any representation in the foreign 
service, and tiie Republicans of that com- 
monwealth are insisting upon another ap- 
pointment. The probabilities are that one 
of our representatives to some of the 
minor continental courts will be sent to 
Madrid and that the vacancy thus created 
will be given to Mr. Boies.

Miss Green, 
immediately on entering the office, had 
pulled a pistol from under her cape, and, 
placing the muzzle to her heart, fired and 
fell dead 
Miss Green was a teacher of 


art in the West Point female college and 
had been liere a week. She came from 
Fair Haven. Vt., where she belongs to a 
well-known family. She left a message 
for Fred R. Green, of Ogden, Utah; W. H. 
Green, of Fair Haven, Vt., and R. W. 
Wood, of West Point, Ga., in which she 
said: "Tell them I (lid no wrong." 


Anarchists on Trial. 


LEIPSIC, July 10.— The trial of three 


men and one woman under arrest for hav- 
ing been engaged in Anarchist plottings 
was begun in this city Thursday. The 
evidenc-e adduced having established the 
fact that the prisoners were related to the 
Anarchist* of St. Petersburg, London and 
America, the women broke down and 
made a confession. 


The London Postmen's Strike. 


LONDON, July 10.— Two hundred of the 


parcel postmen were dismissed Thursday. 
Tbe blacklegs, protected by the police, are 
working alongside of the unionists, who 
seem to be weakening. The delivery of 
letters is suspended in a few places, while 
in others there is a delay of two hours in 
the carrier service.

THE ELKS IN A QUARREL. 


Mew York "Fired" and the Grand Secre- 


tary Sat Down Upon. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, July 10.—The Grand 
jodge of Elks met at 9 o'clock Wednesday 
morning and a fight developed almost im- 
mediately after the gavel fell. It had 
wen supposed all along that every lodge 
represented here would support Exalted 
iuler Quiulin in his fight against the 
New York city faction, but much to the 
mrprise of the grand officers, Judge An- 
drus, of Buffalo, offered a motion to ad- 
ourn and meet at Buffalo in order to 
make the proceedings legal. This was the 
signal for hostilities to begin and it soon 
>ecame apparent that the delegates were 
.bout evenly divided for and against the 
•Jew Yorkers. 


Adopted B Radical Measure. 


A motion to table the above motion was 


discussed during the whole afternoon and 
many fiery speeches were made. Finally 
a substitute motion to proceed with the 
Business iu Cievetand was adopted by a 
:arge majority. Having got control of 
/he proceedings, the man tigers put through 
a motion forfeiting the charter of the New 
York lodge for alleged rebellious conduct, 
and another expelling Arthur C. More- 
and, grand secretary of the order, and 
making him ineligible forever for mem- 
bership. 


Thursday morning the constitution was 


thoroughly revised and in future each 
subordinate lodge will have one, instead 
of six representatives in the grand lodge. 
A board of trustees were appointed and 
authorized to employ counsel to have the 
njunction secured by tho New York lodge 
feet aside.

The Courts Will Settle Whether the Gov- 


ernor HaR Any Say About It. 


NEW ORLEANS. July 10.—Senator Smith 


:.s dying. His condition is so low that, 
with his approval, a minister was sent for, 
who delivered a prayer at his bedside. 
When the house and senate met Thursday 
morning immediate action was taken by 
both houses upon the lottery question. In 
the senate the majority report of the ju- 
diciary committee declaring that the ac- 
-iou of the governor iu vetoing the bill 
with the amendment submitting the lot- 
tery proposition to the people, was uncon- 
titutional and arbitrary, was adopted by 
3 yeas to 1~ nays, and by the same vote 
the veto message as received from the 
house was returned to that body. 


The Court* Will S«-ttle It. 


In the house the action of tbe senate 


was sustained by a motion being adopted 
to reconsider the vote by which the veto 
message passed the house, and the bill 
with the veto of the governor attached 
was ordered to be returned to his excel- 
lency by the clerk of the house, which was 
done. This action of the senate and house 
forces tlie question into the courts in 
which to deride whether or not an amend- 
ment to be submitted to the people passed 
by a two-thirds vote of both houses has to 
be sent to the governor for his approval 
or veto and whether such a measure thus 
passed is final or not, and that it be only 
sent back to the secretary of state for pro- 
mulgation.

Hall, a Methodist circuit preacher, has re- 
signed nt the request of the elders. For 
some time past his relations with a young 
school teacher named Law have caused 
considerable talk. No notice was token 
of the matter by the church people until 
the couple were found boarding at a hotel 
in Grand Junction as man and wife. The 
presiding elder was promptly notified and 
at once demanded Hall's resignation. It 
was given and the preacher disappeared 
before the scandal became general. His 
wife is lying dangerously ill at her home 
here. She is without means of caring for 
her family. 


Imlorseil the Labor Ticket. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., July 10.—The Re- 


publican state convention met here and 
after considerable wrangling indorsed the 
Union Labor state ticket, headed by Rev. 
N. B. Fizer for governor. Their platform 
consists of but one plank, declaring for a 
free ballot and a fair count. A large num- 
ber of delegates were present, about one- 
third of whom were negroes. They se- 
lected a suite central committee witb 
Powell Clayton as chairman and per 
fected arrangements to inaugurate a vig- 
orous campaign.

Meeting of Spanish Liberals. 


MADRID, July 10.—A meeting of Liberals 


was held here and was presided over Senor 
Sagastawho delivered an address in which 
he expressed his devotion to the monarchy 
and said that nothing but arbitrary acts 
on the part of the cabinet would lead him 
to a coalition with the republicans. The 
sentiments of the speaker were unani- 
mously indorsed by the meeting.

ONE OF THE 
LEADERS WOUNDED. 


A Build of Strikers Attempted to Enter 


the Barge Work* Ground! and Were 
Fired Upon by a Contractor—Unfor- 
tunate Strike of Boys at Plttsbnrg— 
Strike on the Louisville aui» Nashville 
Railway—Printer* Quit Work. 
WEST SUPERIOR, Wis., July 10.—Tues- 


day it was thought the strike in progress 
n this city among the street laborers was 
near an end and that it would terminate 
>eaceably. There were good grounds for 
hese conclusions too. The men all day 
Tuesday made no demonstrations. They 
appeared somewhat discouraged and the 
strike as a whole bore a dejected air. 
About 2:30 Wednesday 
afternoon the 


strikers had a large crowd on Third street 
and John avenue. 
From 
there they 


started toward the 
barga works, and 


after a halt at the corner of Third and 
Hammond they proceeded to force an ea- 
rance into the barge works grounds. 
Here they were met by three policemen 
and Contractor Anderson, who told them 
xi keep off. On pressed the crowd regard- 
leas of the warning, nud great shouting, 
clubbing, and shuffling ensued. 


Shot by the Contractor. 


During the struggle Anderson fired at 


one of the leaders. The bullet hit Audeers 
Sivertson behind the left temple. 
After 


the shot the crowd fell back a little and 
began to hurl stones, pieces of plank, and 
whatever missiles were within reach at 
Anderson. Most of them he was able to 
dodge, but was hit several times. Ander- 
son waa arrested by Mayor Pattison aud 
escorted to jail under the cover of revolv- 
ers. At the docks where a gang was shov- 
eling sand the strikers were only prevent- 
ed from stopping all work by Contractor 
Lutton. He compelled the mob to keep 
off his premises by displaying a revolver 
and threatening to shoot down any man 
who came upon the docks. 


Everything Now Quiet. 


DULUTH, Minn., July 10.- Everything is 


quiet among the strikers at West Superior, 
Wis. All saloons have been closed, and 
the city is under control of Sheriff Wick- 
Btrom, who 1ms sworn in 
1(K» citizens, as 


special deputies. This forte are on guard 
and all bands of strikers on the streets 
are disbursed. Men are <at work at the 
barge works, and on nil other contracts, 
except on Twelfth street. 


OTHER LABOR NEWS. 


A DisastroiiH Strike. 


PiTTsnuncj, Pa., July 10.—Forty boys 


from 12 to 35 years of ago employed as lay- 
ers out in the finishing department of 
Painter Sons &• Co.'s iron mill have been 
on strike a week past. They were being 
paid 90 cents a day and wanted $1. Tbe 
rollers refused to grant the increase. As 
a result of tho strike the entire depart- 
ment is closed down and several hundred 
men are idle. The firm has now taken a 
hand and served notices to quit on the 
families of the boys, who occupy company 
houses. Failing to vacate in five days 
they wiil be evicted. Among the tenants 
are several widows whose sole dependence 
was the 90 cents a day their boys earned. 


Printers Leave Their Cases. 


BUTTK, Mont., July 10.—The printers on 


The Miner left their cases Wednesday 
evening and demanded the discharge of 
Galley and Hall, telegragh editors, and 
Kloune, proof reader, because the men 
were objectionable. On being 
refused 


they went out on strike. The matter has 
been referred by wire to Arbitrator Pond, 
of Indianapolis. The Miner was not is- 
sued Thursday morning, and may be 
obliged to suspend publication two or 
three days.

Strike on the Louisville and NaHlivltle. 


LOUISVIU.E, Ky., July 10.—All the Louis- 


ville and Nashville switchmen and the 
freight brakemen on the Short line went 
on » strike Tuesday night. The passenger 
trainmen took no part in the trouble and 
the trains went out as usual. Transporta- 
tion all along the Short line to Cincinnati 
has been completely stopped, and not a 
train is moving in either direction. The 
strike is for an increase in wages. 


A FEMALE EXPLORER. 


She Penetrates tlte Wiid« of Africa and 


Comes Out Safe. 


NEW YORK, July 10.—Miss Mary Sharp, 


a Brooklyn school teacher, has just re- 
turned from an exploring expedition in 
Africa. Miss Sharp, who was alone in her 
travels through the wilds of Africa, went 
directly to Liberia and thence started on 
her journey through the country that was 
thickly inhabited by savages. Wherever 
she went she was treated in a kind and 
hospitable manner. Speaking of canni- 
balism she says it is the custom of the In- 
habitants of the island countries to eat 
human flesh. The savages look upon the 
practice as a luxury. 


A Field for Good Work. 


Miss Sharp tells some weird tales of her 


experience regarding cannibalism, and 
believes that from the manner in which 
she was treated by the savages a wide 
field for the study of a most interesting 
and but slightly known race could be 
opened up to civilization. 
Miss Sharp 


will remain iu thia country only a short 
time, her intention being to return to 
Africa to pursna her explorations.

the Woman, Who Is Acquitted. 
ATLANTA, Ga., July 10.—The killing of 


Charles N. Gould, » wealthy English man, 
by his wife, Mrs. Lillie Gould, in Murphy, 
N. C., last week, has been followed by the 
acquittal of the woman. The murder oc- 
curred several days ago, and was kept a 
secret as long as possible. This was easy 
because there was only one witness to the 
affair, Bob Ramsey, a colored man. For 
three or four weeks Mr. and Mrs. Gould 
had been indulging in intoxicants, wealth 
and leisure making it easy for them to do 
as they pleased. 


Went on His Last "T«.ar." 


When under the influence of drink, 


Gould would go on a tear, demolish the 
furniture, and whip his wife. Tuesday of 
last week he ran her down-stairs with a 
cane. Bob Ramsay was iu the yard, and 
Mrs. Gould ran behind him for protection. 
After awhile Bob got them back into the 
house, and there the ossauU was renewed. 
Gould started at his wife, and she ex- 
claimed: "If you strike me I will kill you." 
He struck her, and she stabbed him with 
a dagger in the abdomen. 


Questions That Were Too Late. 


The wounded man fell over against tbe 


bed, »cd the negro took the dagger from 
Mrs. Gould's hand, He wiped the blood 
off, and then took the stick from Mr. 
Gould. "Have I hurt him!- Did I do right? 
I did it in self-defense." Such were the 
wife's exclamations. 
Wednesday night 


Gould died, and next morning the wife 
was playing on the piano as usual, saying 
her husband was not dead. She was ar- 
rested, and, after a brief trial, was re- 
leased, the court deciding that the act was 
done in self-defense. 


Their Antecedent)* Unknown. 


The previous history of the couple is 


involved in mystery. The woman abso- 
lutely refuses to talk. The supposition 
now is that there is some mystery in the 
couple being together. Gould had money, 
got f requeni, remittances, and was a man 
of affairs. It is supposed that the pair 
must have been in hiding from relatives 
or others, and it is only on this hypothesis 
that their selection of western North Car- 
olina as a residence can be explained.

EAST LIVERPOOL, O., July 10.—A sensa- 


tion has been caused here by the discovery 
that a handsome and well-known young 
lady had run away with a Gypsy.

Democratic Congressional Convention at 


Lincoln—An Enthusiastic and Harmon- 
ious Gathering of the Membera of the 
Feople'e Party—Seme Stirring Refla- 
tions* 
The democrats of the Fourteenth district 


met at Lincoln yesterday and after leani- 
ng that A. E. Stevenson bad positively de- 
clined on account of the sickness cf his son 
»accept a nomination placed upon the 
ticket as the standard bearer of the district 
democracy, Owen Scott, the brilliant, and 
talented editor of the Bloomington Bulletin. 


The convention was called to order in the 


court house, at 10 o'clock, by C. M. Knapp, 
chairman of the central committee. B. J. 
Claggett, of McLean county, was elected 
temporary chairman and J. M. Gray, of 
Macon, temporary secretary. Committees 
were appointed on credentials permanent 
organizations and 
resolution B. 
Macon 


county's representatives on these commit- 
tees were, W. P. Davidson, B. K. Durfee 
andW.S. Smith. 


The committee on credentials reported 


that all delegations were fully represented, 
and on motion the temporary organization 
was made permanent. 
Nominations for 


candidate for congress were declared In or- 
der, and in answer to an inquiry from H. C. 
Mowery, of Macon, the Bloomington dele- 
gation produced a telegram from A. E. 
Stevenson, in which he stated that on ac- 
count of the serious Illness of bia son, he 
would be obliged to decline a nomination. 
The nominating speeches were limited to 
five minutes. 


J. C. Myers, of DeWitt, was placed in 


nomination by E. J. Sweeney, of Clinton. 
Owen Scott, of McLean, was nominated by 
John T. Lillard, of Bloomington. 
B. K. 


Durfee, of Macon, was nominated by B. K. 
Shipley, of Maroa, in what was generally 
conceded to be the best of the three, and an 
effort that did honor to the county be repre- 
sented. 


The first ballot was Informal and resulted 


as follows: 


Myerajcot 18 votes; 7 from DeWltt, 6 


from Piatt and 5 from Logan. 


Scott received 25 votes; 20 from McLean 


and 5 from Logan. 


Durfee received the 13 votes of Macon. 
On the second ballot Platt came to Dur- 


fee, giving him 19 votes, while one Scott 
man went to Myers, giving the latter 13 and 
Scott 24. 


On the third ballot It was about the 


same, but on the fourth ballot Durfee with- 
drew. 
He was never a candidate In the 


sense of desiring the nomination and at his 
own urgent request the Macon county dele- 
gation cast their voto.s on the next ballot fur 
Scott, giving hltn 39 votes. 


On motion of B. K. Durree the nomina- 


tion was made unanimous amid loud cheers. 
The next congressman from the Fourteenth 
district was then culled for and responded 
with a speech that evoked Uie wildest en- 
thusiasm and demonstrated the wisdom of 
the convention In making such a choice. 
Mr. Scott thanked the convention for the 
tionor they had bestowed upon him in 
placing him before tlie people as their 
champion and he desired to state to them 
frankly that the burden to be borne through 
this battle was too heavy for any one pair 
of shoulder?, but the burden was resting 
upon the shoulders of th« entire democracy 
In this district and that when the members 
returned to their homes they should fairly 
present to every neighbor aud friend the 
issue at stake in this campaign. His oppon- 
ent in this campaign, Mr. Kowell, he be- 
lieved to be a gentleman against whom he 
would say not a word that would deter 
from his social standing, but he was sorry 
to say that as a representative of this dis- 
trict in our legislative balls by him our in- 
terest had been forgotten, and as a result 
there was an intention stronger than the 
result of reasoning throughout this district, 
the finest agricultural district upon the 
earth, that this fall the democratic standard- 
bearer would lead them to victory. The 
fight was not being made by the democratic 
forces only, but the objections were emerg- 
ing from every quarter where the victims 
were taxed.

to destroy the liberties of the people and to 
continue the republican party In power. 


Resolved, That this congressional district 


should be represented in congress by a 
congressman who believes that a tariff Is 
a tax and that such tax is paid by the con- 
sumer and not by the foreign manufacturer.
